The Federationist, the organ of the State Federation of 
Labor, looks with decided favor upon John W. Davis, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for President, and believes that while Senator* 
La Follette is a good man that he has no chance and says that 
from the standpoint of the working man President Coolidge 
is “unthinkable.*’ 
Discussing Mr. Davis from the viewpoint of labor, the 
Federationist says: 
“Davis occupies a pecular position in politics. 
The great­ 
est objection offered to him has been the fact that he has rep­ 
resented 
large 
corporations 
in a legal capacity. 
In fact, 
about a year ago one of his friends suggested to him in a 
private letter that he sever his connections with corporations 
if he desired the nomination for President, 
Davis replied that 
his employment by large corporations was perfectly legitimate 
that no concern employing him could control his view's on 
anything and that he w'ould not stultify himself by currying 
popular favor by quitting his legitimate occupation. 
To our

A man who will repre­ 
sent corporations until he becomes a candidate for office and 
then quit that employment is not to be trusted. 
Davis has 
never attempted to deny that he is employed by large corpo­ 
rate interests. 
On the other hand, he has represented Mother 
Jones and Eugene V. Debs and several labor unions. In fact, 
he still is retained by one labor union. 
He is credited with 
having written into the Clayton anti-trust law the provision 
exempting labor unions from the provisions of the act. This 
was while he was a member of congress from West Virginia,*'

about Davis is 
he is universally conceded ti be the bi fum­ 
iest man in American pi. >ic life tod*/. 
“Ai to the attitude ol t rganized Inlier, that is problemati­ 
cal. 
Undoubtedly a great many unionists will follow' Bob La 
Follette, for which they can not be criticised. 
Yet there is 
some question as to the wisdom of such a course. 
In the eyes 
of many working men La Follette is their hero. 
For our part 
we have had enough of the hero business. 
We expect other 
qualities in the man we follow' besides the heroic. 
A political 
movement built around the personality of one man is bound 
to fail, just as it failed when built around Roosevelt. 
The 
wise course for labor to follow is, in our opinion, to av ait 
developments. 
There is a very 
serious 
question as to La 
Follette’s ability to be elected. 
“Should the contest develop between Davis and Coolidge 
there should be no question as to where labor should go. 
Coolidge is unthinkable from a labor standpoint, and when 
it is taken into consideration that an avowed “open shopper” 
is his running mate, support of the Republican national ticket 
is out of the question. 
Against Dawes the Democrats have 
nominated a progressive governor of an intensely progressive 
state, a state that defeated a Reactionary Democrat and a 
Reactionary Republican at the same election. 
The selection 
of the great commoner’s brother might have been improved 
upon, but when compared with Dawes, Charles W. Bryan is 
so far superior that argument is useless.”
